Barker defied the 
judge, and at one time said. “ You can 
not continue to police this state for 
the railroads.’*- 
\ 
Judge McPherson at the eud of the 
day' said: 
“ In thirteen and one^half 
years on the federal bench I have 
never been influenced by anyone or 
anything except my own conscience. 
‘ W hile I would like to have the good 
opinion of all men. I prefer the opin­ 
ion of my own conscience, and I shall 
not be swerved from the dictates of 
my. conscience by any bouquets or 
I rickbats.’* 
The entire day was marked by at­ 
tacks on Judge McPherson 
for 
his 
acts in the Missouri rate cases, made 
ty Attorney General Barker. 
Barker demanded that Judge Mc­ 
Pherson dismiss the original injunc­ 
tions dissolved by the supreme court 
immediately, and said if he did not 
the state would go to the supreme 
court and obtain an order “ he would 
obey.’* 
Barker charged Judge McPherson 
with being j>artia1 to the railroads.

The defeat of the federals followed 
only a few* hours fighting in which 
the rebels, beginning at sun down, 
started to close in on the beseiged 
garrison with a terrific fire of can­ 
non, shrapnel and rifle shot 
General Castro and General Merca­ 
do saw, the assault to be nothing less 
than a massacre, as the federals had 
left only fifty rounds of ammunition 
for each man. 
Castro and Mercado 
therefore gave oi’ders to evacuate. 
All the federal soldiers and officers

Charles J. Aubuchon, a Texas coun­ 
ty farmer, believes hc is the solo heir 
to tho estate of John 
Parkin, who 
died in Norfolk, England, 
leaving a 
fortune1 of more than $10,000,000. 
A nation-wide search, conducted by 
advertisements 
in 
newspapers, 
re­ 
vealed the owner of an Ozark farm 
as the only known direct descendant 
of the wealthy Briton. 


Aubuchon. who frequently has told 
neighbors of an enormous estate to 
which he would fall heir some day, is 
certain he will have no difficulty in 
establishing his claim. 


John Parkin s 
daughter, 
a 
Mrs. 
Ford ha rn. came to America with her 
husband and made her home in New 
^ ork. 
Eater the Fordham family 
moved to Ohio, where Fordham died, 
leaving his wife and one daughter. 


Advertisements Seek Heir. 
Mrs. Fordham married again and 
with her husband, C. Bostock, moved 
to Pettis county, Missouri. There her 
daughter was married to Bazil Aubu­ 
chon. 
Charles J. Aubuchon is 
their 
only surviving child. 


Aubuchon, who has one daughter, 
left Pettis county* twenty years ago 
when he bought a small farm In Toxas 
county. 


When advertisements appeared 
re­ 
questing C. J. Aubuchon to communi­ 
cate with A. Y. Polete, a Memphis, 
Tenn., attorney, retained 
to 
search 
for the heir to the 
Parkin 
estate. 
Judge David H. O’Rear, of 
Sedalia, 
one of the oldest residents of Pettis 
county, declared he believed Charles 
Aubuchon, his former neighbor, was 
the man sought. 
Judge O’Rear was familiar with the 
geneological history of the Aubuchon, 
Bostock and Fordham families and 
advised the Memphis 
attorney 
to 
search for Aubuchon in Texas coun­ 
ty. 
Attorney Finds Aubuchon. 
Polete communicated with 
Aubu­ 
chon, who said he believed he was 
the rightful heir and had not claimed 
the estate because he did not know 
what procedure to follow* in present­ 
ing his claims. 
Aubuchon also claims an interest i i 
.several parcels of valuable St. L ais 
real estate which belonged to his fa­ 
ther’s family through 
Spanish land 
grants. 
, 
Aubuchon is a widower. 
He lives 
three miles northeast of Houston and 
his daughter. Mrs. Nellie Grc^r, lives 
in Houstonia, Pettis coun tv. 
The Parkin estate is estimated to 
be worth 2,200,000 
pounds 
sterling. 
The news of his good fortune was re­ 
ceived quietly by Aubuchon.

em- 
p’oyed by George T. Menefee & Son. 
the contractors, in tho laying of a 
sewer in the southwestern part of 
Sedalia, was seriously injured while 
at work. 
Dynamite was being used in blast­ 
ing the ground, prior to the laying of 
the sewer, and a charge was explod­ 
ed, all men being at a safe distance 
when the explosion occurred.

Twenty-two 
years 
ago, wdien the 


general offices of the railroad were 


located in Sedalia, the late C. N. Ste­ 
vens held the position of purchasing 
agent for the entire “ K a ty’’ system. 
’He also was a devout member of the 
First Congrgational church of Sedalia. 
At that time a contract was to be 
awarded for making the signal flags 
to be used on the Sedalia divison of 
the road. 
Prior to that time the task 
had been performed by employes of 
the com pan j*. 
Several societies, rep­ 
resenting various churches of the city, 
placed bids for the contract. Through 
the influence of Mr. Stevens the L a ­ 
dies' Aid society of the First Con­ 
gregational church was awarded the 
contract. 
, 
The material from which the flags 
are mad«e is furnished by the railroad 
company. 
The requirements are that 
each flag is to be eighteen inches 
square and hemmed on two sides. 
To obtain 
this a bolt of woolen bunting thirty- 
e,ght inches wide is taken, and a 
thread drawn through the center the 
entire length of the cloth. 
The bolt 
is then cut, using the thread for a 
guide 
line, 
making 
two 
separate 
pieces nineteen 
Inches 
in 
width. 
These are then cut into eighteen-inch 
pieces, thus making each piece .eigh­ 
teen inches by nineteen inches, allow- 
ipg on-half inch to be hemmed on a 
pair of opposite sides, thus making;

“on the last snow,” just as if a fellow 
I knows ahead of time which is the 
“last snow.” 
It. is just about as good 
“luck” as any to slow at such a time 
as the seed are likely to get a re­ 
spectable covering. 
That time may 
be on a melting snow, or a falling 
snow, or when the fround is freezing 
and 
thawing 
daily,

ground is workable later. 
The 6bjec- 
tive point is to get the seed covered. 
In the very early seeding a warm 
spell may result in some of the seed 
sprouting that a severe treeze might 
kill, but, often many of the seed do 
not sprout until the heavy freezing is 
past. 
A way that promises much is to 
get the wheat off the ground as quick­ 
ly as possible after it is harvested, 
then prepare the land as for alfalfa, 
hut s^ed in July if 
possible.
